I  re¬ 
commend  that  a  public  moos  meeting  of  the 
legal  voters  of  the  Township — or  perhaps 
better,  of  the  County,  be  called,  in  some 
roomy  place — say  on  the  Green — (The  tall 
white  posts  might  be  sawed  off  square  about 
knee  high  to  make  seats  for  the  voters).

We  are  all  familiar 
with  the  surprising  statements  published  by 
the  Savings  Banks  to  show  the  miraculous 
increase  of  small  savings  at  compound  inter¬ 
est.

AT  Protest. 

About  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  an  attempt 
was  made  to  establish  a  newspaper  in  this 
place,  culled  the  Bloomfield  Gazette,  on  the 
financial  basis  that  it  must  depend  on  the 
charity  of  the  people  for  funds  to  keep  it 
going.  About  $500  was  raised  ill  this  way, 
with  a  good  subscription  list  and  a  generous 
advertising  patronage  besides.  After  nine 
or  ten  fortnightly  issues,  its  publisher, elated 
with  his  success  and  evidently  thinking 
there  was  no  limit  to  the  purse  or  patience 
of  the  people,  put  in  a  bid,  editorially,  for  a 
gross  lucoine  of  $10,000  a  year  for  a  weekly 
newspaper.  At  tho  same  time  it  was  pro¬ 
posed  to  change  the  original  name  of  the

Thesc*  figures  arc  correct,  Liken  directly 
from  the  Road  Board’s  books  and  if  they  do 
not  lie,  Newark  pays  174  and  the  several 
townships  82 1  per  cent  of  the  total  cost. 

It  is  no  wonder  that  Newark,  editorially 
nnd  otherwise, should  feci  satisfied,  and  we  of 
the  townships  very  much  r/i’ssatisfied.  And 
why  are  we  dissatisfied  ?  Chiefly  because 
we  feel  that  we  have  been  sold  out  to  our 
designing  neighbors.  But  it  is  not  altogeth¬ 
er  a  matter  of  feeling.  There  is  some  com¬ 
mon  sense  reasoning  in  our  dissatisfaction. 
We  hold’Ais  not  reasonable  that  any  Legis¬ 
lature  should  enact  a  law  by  which  A.  B. 
shonhl  pay  for  a  road  and  give  it  to  the  pub¬ 
lic.  Ii  A.  B.  cannot,  in  equity,  be  made  to 
donate  a  road  to  the  public,  howr  can  the 
owner  of  1,000  feet  ?  Nor' was  it  reasonable 
that  the  commissioners  to  assess  benefit 
should  limit  their  operations  to  a  strip  of 
500  fePt  *>n  both  sides  of  the  avenue.  We 
could  namp  property  fronting  on  theavenue 
which  is  actually  injured,  and  would  not 
bring  so  much  money  to-day  because  of  the 
improvement  and  yet  is  heavily  assessed. 

Then  others  on  the  lateral  streets,  who  are 
just  out  of  the  limits  and  not  taxed  on  j  cent 
are  often  us  much  Wmfited  if  not  more  than 
some  within  the  limits. 

There  was  considerable  wisdom  in  the  say¬ 
ing  of  oue  of  our  clear  headed  citizens, 
“nothing  but  money  aud  a  good  lawyer  will 
bring  them  to  their  senses.” 


smaller  sums  afterwards).  This  dollar  would 
have  increased  so  much  by  this  time  that 
the  books  of  the  Institution  would  now  show 
to  liis  credit  about  two  lmudrod  thou¬ 
sand  millions  of  dollars.  Aud  to  secure  this 
money,  the  Bloomfield  Savings  Institution 
would  hold  mortgages  covering  the  whole 
face  of  flit*  habitable  earth,  besides  large 
out’yiug  mortgages  in  the  rich  dairy  clis- 
1 1 riots  of  the  moon. 

To  tell  the  truth,  I  am  rather  glad  that 
Columbus  diil  not  t  ike  this  course,  because 
it  really  is  not  to  tho  advantage  of  the  bank, 
or  of  the  community,  that  a  single  de¬ 
positor  should  have  so  large  a  sum  of  money 
to  his  credit.  He  might  possibly  waut  to 
draw  it  all  out  at  once,  in  a  time  of  scarcity 
of  money,  and  the  bank  would  be  obliged 
to  distress  its  debtors  by  calling  in  their 
loans.  Ill  will  would  be  engendered,  and 
its  usefulness  impaired;  and  if  a  resort  to 
foreclosure  proceedings  were  necessary,  I 
doubt  if  all  the  real  estate  in  the  earth  and 
moon  together  would  sell  for  enough,  on  a 
tight  money  market,  under  the  hammer,  at 
Sheriffs  sale, to  pay  the  amount, — principal, 
interest  and  costs. 

It  may  be  said  that  this  is  an  extreme  and 
imaginary  ease,  and  that  nobody  lives  long 
enough  nowadays  to  run  up  such  an  ac¬ 
count  against  the  universe;  which  is  true 
enough.  But  a  sordid  depositor  might  leave 
his  book  to  his  son,  at  liis  death,  with  sol¬ 
emn  injunction  to  let  the  money  accumulate; 
and  in  this  way  a  case  might  arise  to  occa¬ 
sion  emliamssmeut.  However,  to  prevent 
all  possibility  of  trouble,  from  such  a  cause, 
I  understand  that  the  managers  of  the

Chief- Justice  Waite. 

Morrison  R.  Waite,  of  Ohio,  ivas  nomi¬ 
nated  as  Chief-Justice  on  Monday.  He  en¬ 
joys  the  reputation  of  being  a  good  lawyer 
and  a  man  of  sound  integrity.  He  was  one 
of  the  counsel  for  tho  United  States  before 
the  Geneva  Arbitration.  The  nomination 
mot  with  approval  ruther  than  condemna¬ 
tion.  During  a  brief  Executive  session 
Tuesday  ufttTnoon,  a  favorable  report  from 
the  committee  ou  tho  judiciary  was  made, 
and  on  Wednesday  Mr.  Waite  was  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  Senate.  This  brings  to  an 
end,  for  better  or  worse,  the  much-vexed 
public  controversy  which  the  filling  of  Mr. 
Chase’s  place  has  occasioned.  Had  Mr. 
Waite  been  nominated  at  first,  it  is  safe  to 
assume  that  liis  confirmation  would  not  have 

resulted  with  that  unanimity  which  clinrac-

terized  it,  if  indeed  it  had  been  made  at  all. 

The  speech  of  Mr.  Sumner,  on  the  occa¬ 
sion  is  spoken  of  ns  one  of  the  best  aud 
most  impressive  which  he  lias  delivered  in 
the  Senate.  While  in  no  sense  opposing 
the  confirmation  of  Mr.  Waite,  he  spoke 
with  much  feeling  of  the  importance  of  the 
office  and  the  great  responsibility  of  the 
Senate,  and  paid  a  high  tribute  to  the  pro¬ 
fession  of  law  and  to  some  of  the  great 
judges  and  lawyers  of  the  past.

ings.  And  iu  return  for  whatever  support 
could  be  given  11s  in  that  quarter,  we  pro¬ 
posed  to  advance  the  interests  of  that  town 
and,  at  the  same  time  preserve  a  harmonious 
relation  witl^omr  own.  We  surmised  at  the 
outset,  that  Montclair  would  soon  feel  the 
need  of  a  newspaper  of  her  own.  Last  July 
one  was  started,  und  onr  Record  shows  that 
we  have  been  courteous  toward  Messrs  Clark 
&  Sturgis,  and  have  recognized  the  Herald 
as  a  praiseworthy  undertaking.  For  we 
believe  that  each  town  should  have  its  .own 
newspaper  as  well  ns  its  own  schools,  stores, 
or  town  government,  for  tlmt  matter. 

Such  was  the  platform  of  our  paper  in 
regard  to  Bloomfield  aud  Montclair.  We 
began  it  publication,  and  shortly  afterward 
the  Gazette  was  resuscitated.  Its  apparent 
policy  was  to  create  a  false  sympathy  in  its 
behalf.

The 
stereotyped  appeals  it  is  continually  making 
for  subscribers  show  that  it  has  no  genuine 
support.  The  real  motive  of  this  opposi¬ 
tion  is  to  get  back  tho  good  will  which  it 
deservedly  lost  at  the  start.  It  takes  a  very 
foolish,  if  not  wicked  wny  to  accomplished 
it.  It  lias  pursued  this  questionable  policy 
nearly  a  year  and  tlw  Record  still  has  the 
unshaken  confidence  of  its  patrons,  and  is 
almost  daily  adding  to  it  lists  the  names  of 
those  who  took  the  Gazette  last  year,  but 
who  do  not  propose  to  do  so  any  longer. 
It  is  certainly  a  significant  fact  that  we  have 
among  our  subscribers  to-day  forty-three 
of  the  fifty  Bloomfield  gentlemen  who  made 
up  the  Ten  Dollar  Fund  of  the  first  Gazette. 
Anybody,  by  looking  at  the  advertising  col¬ 
umns  of  the  two  papers,  will  see  that  the 
Gazette  lias  gained  nothing  by  its  opposition 
as  far  as  Bloomfield  is  concerned.  In  view 
of  these  facts  and  of  the  multiplied  instances 
reported  tons  of  the  {annoyance  our  subscri¬ 
bers  are  subjected  to  by  the  persistence  with 
which  the  Gazette  is  thrust  upon  them,  we 
do  not  see  how  we  can  do  otherwise  than 
protest  against  it,  in  the  name  of  the  people 
represented  by  the  Blocmfifld  Record.

The  Franking  Privilege. 

Postmaster-General  Creswell  recently  re¬ 
commended,  in  reply  to  a  i-esolution  of  the 
Senato  with  regard  to  the  fiank ing  privilege, 
that  th«  restrict  ion  forbidding  the  free  trans¬ 
portation  of  weekly  papers  in  the  counties 
of  their  publication  might  be  safely  remov¬ 
ed  The  grounds  upon  which  this  recom¬ 
mendation  is  made  are :  First,  tlint  such 
papers  are  so  evenly  distributed  over  the  en¬ 
tire  extent  of  the  country,  and  confined  to 
lines  of  transit  so  short  that  they  have  nev¬ 
er  been  known  to  impede  the  distribution 
and  transportation  of  the  anvils  ;  and,  sec¬ 
ondly,  that  the  amount  of  postage  levied  up¬ 
on  them  as  at  present  collected,  while  af¬ 
fording  but  a  trifling  revenno  to  the  depart¬ 
ment,  is  yet  heavy  enough  to  be  severely 
felt  by  their  proprietors  and  patrons,  and  to 
obstruct  the  dissemination  of  local  intelli* 
gence.  Good  reasons  may  also  be  given  in 
favor  of  a  free  exchange  between  newspa- 
pers.
